There  are  several  objections  to  the  plan. 
In  the  first  place,  an  electrical  condenser 
would  be  better  adapted  for  the  storage  of 
the  hi^h  tension  ^iirrunUi  dfiT^pan  *n 
•tonne  than  the' Future  battery  is.  The 
metal  plaice  and  acidufette  water  of  the 
Faure  battery  would  form  so  good  a  con¬ 
ductor  for  lightning  that  very  little  chemical 
work  would  be  done  in  it ;  and  it  is  this 
chemical  work  by  the  elactric  current  which 
•‘charges”  the  batter/,  and  tbits  prepares  it 
for  the  subsAqnent  rodevelopmeut  of  elec¬ 
tric  energy  sndor  proper  conditions.  Ex¬ 
periments  which  we  hare  made  with  the 
high  tension  currents  developed  by  a  Holtz 
machine  show  that  such  currents  do  have  an 
appreciable  affect  upoa  the -Faure  battery, 
but  the  quantity  of  euergy  stored  is  compara¬ 
tively  very  small.

Iln  one  of  his  experimental  investigations, 
Faraday  determined  that,  to  decomi>oae  a 
groin  of  acidulated  water  an  electric  current 
I  powerful  enough  to  keep  red  hot  u  platinum 
wire  one  one-hundred-aud-fourtli  jmrt  of  an 
inch  in  thickness,  must  be  ^ueut  through  the 
water  for  t)x«  space  of  three  minutes  and 
three-quarters. 

This  quantity  pf  electricity  he  shows  to 
be  equal  to  eight  kun  Jrod-thonsaud  charges 
of  a  Leyden  battery  of  fifteen  jars,  each 
containing  one  hundred  and  eighty-four 
square  inches  of  glass  coated  on  both  sides, 
equivalent  to  a  “powerful  flash  of  light¬ 
ning.”  In.  other  words  the  quantity  of  elec¬ 
tricity  involved  in  tbs  lightning  stroke— and 
it  is  quantity  alone  that  is  available  for  me¬ 
chanical  use — is  very  small.

tion  of  ltumiuioaa  liquid*  —thjuo  which, 
when  exposed  to  suulight,  to  tho  electric  or 
the  mAgueeioiu  light,  and  theu  brought  Lito 
a  dark  place,  give  off  a  yellow  or  a  bluish- 
white  light — Professor  Hoffman,  in  the 
Chtmiker  Zeitung,  states  that,  according  to 
his  experiment,  the  organic  compounds  of 
magnegitm,  strontium,  and  calcium  possess 
the  same  property,  and  especially  rosin  oil 
liiue  soaps.  He  haf  found  that,  if  one  hun¬ 
dred  parts  of  rosin  oil  are  boiled  in  a 
suitable  pan  with  thirty  parte  of  freshly 
slaked  lime,  raising  the  heat  by  degrees,  the 
mass  which  is  at  first  lnmpy  become* 
tougher,  and  finally  passes  into  a  thin  liquid. 
As  soon  as  this  stage  is  reached,  say  at 
three  hundred  and  twenty  degrees  Fahr., 
the  entire  surface  ol  the  liquid  becomes  lu¬ 
minous  in  the  dark, .  which  is  still  more  in¬ 
tense  at  a  greater  heat ;  at  some  sixty  de¬ 
grees  additional,  the  bluish-white  light  is 
very  strong  in  the  dark.  Objects  dipped  in 
tffe  liquid  prepared  in  this  manner  remain 
luminous  for  some  time.

Lxad  ra  Cideb  ajo>  Vinzoab. — A  recent 
report  of  the  Connecticut  State  Board  of 
Health,  mentions  a  remarkable  series  of 
lead  poisoning  in  Fairfield  county,  of  that 
State.  The  source  of  the  poison  was  finally 
traced  to  the  barrels  which  the  thrifty 
farmers  had  used  for  the  storage  of  cider. 
The  barrels  had  been  used  for  holding  lin¬ 
seed  oil.  Some  of  the  litharge  (oxide  of 
lead)  employed  in  preparing  the  oil  had  been 
deposited  on  the  inside  of  the  barrels  aa  e 
sedimentary  coating,  which  the  cider  bad 
dissolved.  Obviously  the  proportion  of  dis¬ 
solved  lead  was  increased  when  the  cider 
was  kept  long  enough  to  turn  to  vinegar. 
In  this  case,  as  in  so  many  others,  the  evil 
wrought  by  want  of  thought  was  serious  if 


Bt  means  of  s  novel  and  ingenious  ar¬ 
rangement  of  needle  fox  belt  lading,  the 
rawhide  thong  or  threads— or  other  material 
which  is  used  to  connect  the  end  of  belts — 
is  dmwn  and  laced  through  tho  holes  or  eye- 
tats  prepared  for  its  reception.  tha9  en¬ 
abling  the  belts  to  be  secured  with  greater 
facility  than  has  hitherto  been  attained. 
This  device  consists  of  a  rigid  tapered  bar, 
having  its  larger  eud  spljt  so  as  to  give 
sufficient  elasticity  at  the  split  end.  One 
or  more  sharp  projections  ore  firmly  inserted 
in  ano  of  tho  sides,  of  such  a  length  as  to 
take  firm  bold  of  the  cord  or  thong  placed 
thereon.

Milwaukee,  like  Chicago,  is  rapidly  progreaa- 
Ing.  In  fact,  it  la  tbe  commercial  capital  of 
W feo^bi*  upjAta'tg  popfi^tion  of  nearly 
'eighty-six  thousand  soul*.  Like _Chicago  it  >» 
dlrfjw  Into  tLree  districts,  eoat,  west  and 
south,  by  the  junction  of  the  Menompncc  and 
Mitfitaukew  Rivera.  'It  has  aa  area  of  some 
seventeen  miles  square  and  boasts  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty  streets,  with  nearly  fifteen 
thoutamfi  dwekings  divided  tM;  nine  wards.
